After  A  preasant  soil  along  eastern 
coast  of  England,  1  reached  the  city  of  London, 
the  metropolis  of  the  wdrtfi  1  But  hojw  shall  I 
give  any  adequate  Idea  of  the  magnitude  of 
tlds  place  ;  others  have  fried,  end  failed.  I 
will  not  attempt  it— only  will  Lnotice  a  few  of 
the  most  important  placertrhich  I  vi  ilted  dur¬ 
ing  my  stay. 

And  first  ou  the  lint  is  Saint  Paul’s  Cathedral. 
This  is  an  immense  sup^structurej  situated 
near  the  river,  aud  about  (fee  center  df  the  old 
town.  It  is  almost  half  a  relic  iu  circumference, 
and  the  elevatiou  Of  the  cAss  from  the  founda¬ 
tion  is  four  hundred  and  frfli  feet.  |Tlie  cross 
and  the  bell  are  said  to  weigh  elghi  thousand 
utne  hundred  aud  sixty  ptjnds.  Tim  malerial 
of  whlcli  it  is  comiHMsefij  is  i’ortjind  stone, 
which  iu  its  uutural  state  Is  almost  white  as 
marble.  But  what  a  change  has  cotni-  over  8t. 
Paul’s  !  Once  clean  and  altracttve,  i(ow  a  great 
frowning  pile— black  and  repulsive.  It  is  really 
surprising  that  the  Londoners  should  let  the 
pride  of  their  city  appear  before  the  public  so 
long  with  her  face  unw. caked  ! 

A  few  yards  from  the  embed rai  Is  a  narrow 
street,  called  Pauuer’s  alley,  where  tfay  be  seen 
an  ancient  pleee  of  sculpture,  bearing  the  fol¬ 
lowing  inscription  :
